KEEPING HOUSE FOR US 

The I'reaideut elect, Gov. Woodrow Wilaon. baa a new idea of 
government, or rather he haa a naw form of expreaaion for the old 
idea. He aaya that the government ahould "keep bouae" for the 
whole people. We like tbe idea, and for the next four yeara ahall 
look upon him aa our chief bouae keeper. The following extract 
from an article in the November Woman 'a Home Companion ia ao am- 
plification of tbe idea and ia worthy the attention of every patriotic 

'Every dollar that the government upend* ought to 
1>e spent aa carefully aa If the resource* of the country 
wera limited. Kvery dollar of expenditure ought to 
mean aometliing done or provided for the people 
W»nt«' Ik al*o Weakneaa. Inefficiency bring* confusion. 

"It i* part of the new meaning of government, 
therefore, that ita resources are not to be put at tbe die 
poaal of a governing claa* or of any limited set of gov 
erning Influences, but that those who exercise Its au- 
thority must 'keep bouse' for the whole people ; muat use 
the money raised by taxes aa if it were expended in 
trust to produce the beat possible results in the order- 
ing and stimulation of our life. 

"It Is an Interesting circumstance that government 
la becoming leas and less a business for politicians, 
that minds and energies of every kind are turning 
toward if as part of tbe general enterprise of life. The 
reason we want our government to be free from every 
kind of private or narrow control latitat we want to have 
itsee tiion-tliing* than itwould see if it served only n few. 
Those who conduct it ought to have a vision of a nation 
itself — ought to he sensitive to impulse* from every quar- 
ter. The atateatuan ahould sit down with the phi Ian thro- 
pist, with the. nglneer. with the forest expert, with the 
student of soils and agricultural m 1 1 .... t - with masters 
of technical and vocational education as well as with 
financier* nml lawyer- and inanufactiirersand merchants 
aud those whose interest* have usually been at the cen- 
ter of policy. Though be cannot himself keep the life 
of a nation a* a whole in his mind, he canat least make 
sure that be is taking counsel with those who know, 
that his sympathies may lie open upon every aide, an.l 
that he may seek to serve civilization and 'humanity, 
not a party or any selfish

All hives should M 
examined in l»oteber to see that th--y 
have plenty of honey to last till 
OfcrtatMM at least. If any are found 
that have no:, they should be fed. 

For each swarrr to be fed. take 
two quarts of granulatert sugar dls- 
MhrM In the same amount of wat- 
er. MJMJ this to a boll and MM al- 
low to get colo. In the morning wh-n 
It U cool and the beea are sluggish 
take out the frames of empty comb 
one at a time. Set the frame In a 
imn and tip It enough so you can 
IK-nir the thin syrup out of a small 
pitcher onto the broadside of coml 
and every little cell caji readily be 
filled with the best kind of Is e 
food. Then tto the other way and 
fill the other side. Each frame ( f 
every hive n-.-ceasary can be flll-d 
this way. Again about January 1st, 
the bees shouM be fed again for the 
rest of the winter, and the swarms 
will all come out strong in the 
spring, and an outlay of 25 cents to 
N cents has saved $2 00 to $2.50. 

Profits of Bee Keeping 

Mr. C. L Ogg of Berea started 
Into the wlni.-i- a y*ar ago with -'J 
swarms of bees. He cared for them 
as related abeve, feeding them about 
five dollars worth of sugar during 
last wlut.r. Hi took $12.. worth of 
honey thli cummer and made 40 
new swarms of beea besides keep- 
ing all the old onea. Theae 40 new 
swarms are worth at least $so. mak- 
ing the aeutons profit from 29 
swarms amount to $20.", or $7.07 for 
each swarm.

A 
rapid mountain stream, for Instance 
tumbles the boulders along, raualng 
them to rub against each other until 
they are ground to powder, and at the 
same time the bed of the stream Itself 
is worn niiay In this way deep val 
leys are sometimes worn Into the snr 
face of the earth and the flue material 
is rained away to form a soil at some 
other place. — Alfred Vivian, College

To determine the real ec momlc 
status of the crow, the scientists ol 
the Biological Survey examined nearly 
a thousand stomachs of crows killed 
In every month of the year and thru- 
out the country. The crow was MM> 
en guilty of these chargea, but It 
was also shown that most of the 
corn that he had eaten was waste 
corn and the part destroyed while 
growing was only three per c ut of 
tho total food. The destruction of 
fruit and eggs was only trivial, while 
on the other hand the amount of 
harmful insects and mice MtM ren- 
dered the final verdict In favor of 
the crow. It was proven beyond a 
doubt that he was of more rial ifono- 
m tc value than harm.
